RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


The  exhibitiou  will  be  open  to  the  public  September  13th,  14th,  15th,  l»5th,  17th  and  18th,  18M(i. 

The  gates  will  be  open  at  8  o’clock  a.  k.  of  each  day,  and  at  that  time  every  officer  is  required  to 
be  at  his  post.  The  exhibition  in  the  arena  will  commence  at  10  o’clock  a.  m.  of  each  day. 

No  disorderly  conduct  of  any  kind  will  be  permitted,  and  a  sufficient  police  force  will  be  on 
hand  to  preserve  order. 

ANIMALS. 

No  animal  will  be  allowed  to  run  at  large  on  the  srrounds ;  and  to  hitch  stock  to  trees  is  expressly 
and  positively  forbidden  Until  after  the  award  is  made,  no  marks  of  any  kind,  or  other  inaication 
of  ownership,  will  be  allowed.  Every  possible  precaution  will  be  taken  for  the  safe  keeping  of 
any  article  or  animal  upon  the  Fair  Grounds  during  the  time  of  the  Fair,  hut  the  Society  will  in  no 
case  be  responsible  for  any  loss  or  damage  that  may  occur.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Marshal  to 
employ  and  provide  a  sufficient  night  watch  during  the  term  of  the  Fair. 

TICKETS. 


Complimentary  tickets  are  not  transferable. 

Tickets  will  be  taken  up  at  the  gate,  and  no  checks  will  be  given  in  return. 

EXHIBITOKS. 

No  person  will  be  allowed  to  compete  for  a  premium  in  the  department  over  which  he  is  Super¬ 
intendent.  No  person,  except  awarding  committee.s  on  duty,  and  officers  of  the  Society,  will  be 
allowed  inside  the  arena  while  the  exhibition  is  going  on. 

Exhibitors  in  the  arena  must  have  the  entry  card  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  animal. 

If  it  is  ascertained  that  any  exhibitor  has  made,  or  caused  to  be  made,  a  false  statement  in 
regard  to  any  animal  exhibited,  or  if  any  exhibitor  shall  attempt  to  interfere  with  the  judges  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties,  by  letter  or  otherwise,  he  shall  be  excluded  from  competition. 

ENTRIES. 


Entries  can  be  made  at  any  time  before  the  Fair  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary  in  Maryville. 

All  entries  in  the  Farmers’  and  Floral  Departments  should  be  made  by  10  o’clock  a.  ac.  of  the 
first  day  of  the  Fair,  and  all  articles  to  remain  until  the  close  of  the  Fair. 

All  stock  for  exhibition  must  be  entered  by  9  o’clock  a.  m.  on  the  day  it  is  to  be  exhiinted. 

All  exhibitors  in  competition  must  pay  an  entry  fee  of  ten  per  cent,  on  all  articles  competed  for. 
except  in  the  Art  Hall  and  Floral  Department,  where  all  entries  w'ill  be  free. 

No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  see  the  entries  until  the  award  is  made.  When  the  entry  of  any 
article  is  made,  the  Secretary  will  give  the  party  a  card  showing  the  number  of  the  entry  and  class. 

Exhibitors  are  requested  to  make  their  entries  at  the  Secretary’s  office  in  Maryville  as  early  as 
possible.  No  person  will  be  allowed  to  act  as  judge  in  the  ring  where  he  is  an  exhibitor. 

Committees  are  particularly  requested  not  to  give  encouragement  to  over-fed  animals  in  the 
breeding  classes.  A  premium  will  not  be  awarded  if  the  animal  or  article  be  thought  not  worthy, 
if  there  be  no  competition. 

Judges  are  expected  to  hand  their  reports  to  the  Superintendent  as  soon  as  they  are  made. 

Committees  in  maxing  awards  of  premiums  on  animals  shall  take  their  age,  soundness,  class, 
etc.,  into  consideration. 

Judges  will  not  be  allowed  to  converse  with  one  another  before  the  report  or  the  award  is  made 
to  the  Superintendents. 

The  blue  ribbon  will  indicate  the  first  premium,  and  the  red  the  second.  All  awards  for 
premiums  will  be  paid  in  cash  and  lithographic  diplomas. 

All  awards  for  premiums  not  called  for  within  thirty  days  after  the  close  of  the  Fair  will  be 
forfeited  to  the  Society.  T/tis  rule,  will  be  strictly  adheredto. 

All  stock  taking  premiums  will  be  required  to  remain  on  the  grounds  nntil  the  last  day  at  2 
o’clock  p.  M,,  and  join  in  grand  procession. 

STABLES. 

Stables  for  horses  and  cattle,  and  pens  for  sheep  and  hogs,  will  be  furnished  at  reasonable  rates 
during  the  Fair.  Grain  and  hay  will  be  furnished  on  the  grounds,  at  prime  cost. 

.DESIGNATION  OF  OFFICERS. 

The  President  of  the  Society  will  wear  a  blue,  and  each  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
including  the  Secretary,  a  red  rosette  or  badge,  and  Marshals  a  star. 


BOOTHS. 

Booths  of  refreshment  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  Superin¬ 
tendent.
